She is 64 years old. 


Dame Nellie Melba (Helen Por- 
ter Mitchell) was born in Rich- 
mond, near Melbourne, Australia, 
in 1866, and took the name Melba 
after her debut as Gilda in “Rigo- 
letto” in Brussels in 1887. Her 
success was instantaneous. She 
first appeared in New York in 
1893 and thereafter sang in the 
United States frequently. She has 
been the recipient of numerous 
gifts and decorations from sover- 
eigns and others. She was cre- 
ated a Dame of the British Empire 
in 1918 for her war work,

“When a leading corporation 
with hundreds of employes’ gives 
only $500... 

Multi-Millionaire Gives $500. 

“When a multi-millionaire _ sits 
back in his chair, after subscrib- 


ing $500, and says that it is the 


people’s own fault if they are 
poor.... 

“When public spirited men of 
prominence, acting as solicitors in 
this campaign, bring back stories 
like that, is it any wonder that 
those who are devoting their time 
to its success, want the public to 
know the facts?” 

In large letters the caption of 
the advertisement states: “Only a 
crisis would justify a statement 
such as this.“ 

Solicitation among the big giv- 
ers, individuals, corporations and 
estates, began two *weeks ago, the 
advertisement relates. Sufficient 
reports have been received, it 
states, to indicate what the final 
outcome will be unless a radical 
change of heart takes place among 
those who must carry the major 
responsibility.” The formal open- 
ing of the campaign will be next 
Monday. 

Predicts Distress in Coming Year. 

The advertisement predicts that 
suffering and distrees which Com- 
munity Fund agencies will be called 
upon to relieve this year will ex- 
ceed that which followed the tor- 
nado of 1927 or the sacrifices which 
grew out of the great war.“ 

“Is there-a man who dares ques- 
tion that statement,” the advertise- 
ment asks, when garbage cans are 
being locked up to prevent people 
from taking spoiled food—when 
strong men by the thousands who 
can’t get work must stand by help- 
lessly and hear their babies cry for 
food-—when hospitals, relief agen- 
cies and institutions for our young 
people are forced to close their 
doors in the face of increased 
need for help?” 

The Community Fund has suc- 
ceeded in St. Louis and the coun- 
ty, the advertisement says, be- 
cause in each campaign a group 
of liberal citizens has come for- 
ward in the closing hours. But 
the time when a spade must be 
called a spade—and not a heart— 
is here,” it continues. There are 
too many men in St. Louis, men 
with big incomes, others with 
comfortable incomes, men with 
big wealth and others with mod- 
erate wealth, who have been ‘free 
riders’ in the work of shouldering 
our duty to the city’s unfortunates. 
Calls on Wealthy to Give. 
“This is a year when corpora- 
tions and capitalists should give 
out of surplus. A Community 
Fund subscription should: be con- 
sidered as an operating expense. 
“In this year men whose capital 
investments have shrunk, and who 
use that as an excuse for not giv- 
ing, should hide their faces in 
shame from their neighbors.

Approximately $10,500 is miss- 
ing from the safe of the Missouri 
Theater, Officers of Skouras En- 
terprises, Inc., announced last 
night when they asked police to 
search for James V. Noel, 24-year- 


; old treasurer of the theater, and 


his roommate, Harold J. Werner, 
19, head usher. 

The two young men checked out 
of their hotel Sunday night, say- 
ing they had been transferred to 
Tulsa, Ok. The Skouras interests 
have no theater in Tulsa. 

The missing money represents 
Saturday and Sunday receipts at 
the theater, and was to have been 
deposited by Noel and other the- 
ater officers yesterday morning. 
However, at 10 a. m., when the 
time lock on the safe permitted 
opening it, Noel was not on hand. 
When it was learned he and Wet- 
ner had left the Biltmore Hotel, 
3642 Washington boulevard, where 
they had lived for a year, police 
were called in. It was not until 
10 o’clock last night, however, 
that the time lock permitted open- 
ing of the safe and it was deter- 
mined the money was gone. 

Gambling and Night Clubs 

Both young men are described in 
a police report as frequenters of 
night clubs.and..gambling estab- 
lishments.” Noel is bonded and 
the money is insured. 

Werner and Noel checked out 
at the Biltmore at 6:30 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, police learned, 
and returned to the hotel at mid- 
night, a few minutes after they 
left the theater. They placed a 
sieamer trunk in a taxicab and de- 
parted, it was said at the hotel. 
Investigation at a nearby automo- 
bile agency showed Noel rented an 
automobile at 2 a. m. Mond. and 
returned it seven hours later, ac- 
cording to police. There all police 
trace of the pair ended. 

In the theater vault, but not in 
the time-lock safe, a box contain- 
ing $270 in currency and silver, 
used by cashiers in making change, 
was found. Theater receipts were 
deposited daily by Noel, it was said 
at the theater, and he also had 
charge of a reserve fund, which 


varied from $500 to $2000. His 
accounting of the fund was 
checked a week ago and found 
satisfactory. 

Little was known of the two 
men at the theater, Thornton W. 


Sargent Jr., director of publicity 
for Skouras Bros., said today. Noel 
started as an usher at the Mis- 
souri three years ago and was 
made treasurer last year. Werner, 
according to Sargent, came to St. 
Louis a year ago from Oshkosh 
Wis. 
Mother Is Employed, 

Noel’s mother, Mrs. Catherine 

Noel, and his 16-year-old brother 
reside at 4803A Page boulevard. 
Both are employed. He also has a 
married sister and a father whose 
whereabouts is not known to the 
family. 
The mother had expected her 
son for breakfast last Sunday, but 
he canceled the engagement and 
called instead at 4:30 p. m., en- 
plaining that he had to hurry back 
to the theater. He wore his thea- 
ter suit,” consisting of a black Ox- 
ford coat and vest and gray striped 
trousers. He stayed about 15 min- 
utes and Mrs. Noel watched him 
board a bus. 

The police report describes Noel

To thousands of wide-eyed read- 
ers of a popular detective fiction 
magazine it was just another thril- 
ling story of a king among 
swindlers,” a master in the art of 
separating unwary men of wealth 
from large blocks of their earth- 
ly goods. To William J. Reichert, 
wealthy banker, miller and mine 
operator of Freeburg, III., it 
meant much more than that. 

In the story, which he read last 
week, he recognized the maneu- 
vers of three men who had been 
negotiating with him for the pur- 
chase of all his holdings and had 


offered him $411,000 for a block 
of them, apparently intending to 
pave the way to a swindle of large 
proportions. 

In the photograph of Weil that 
accompanied the article Reichert 
recognized one of the three men 
who had visited him in Freeburg 
as late as two weeks ago. The 
fact ‘that they did not return 
Reichert attributes to his own sus- 
picions of their honesty which 
moved him to meet the three un- 
der guard of two Deputy Sheriffs 
of St. Clair County. 

Well-Dressed, Well-Spoken. 

All the fancy trappings used by 

the “Yellow Kid” in dressing the 
stage for his swindles were used 
in the preliminaries with Reichert. 
He and his companions dressed 
faultlessly. They spoke in cultured 
accents, used impeccable English. 
They made their first appearance 
in a Minerva, a Belgian automobile 
of high price; followed it up with 
a short visit in a Pierce-Arrow and 
made their final appearance in a 
sporty Chrysler. They exhibited to 
Reichert a copy of a “success” 
magazine, cleverly altered to car- 
ry an article in which one of them 
was represented as “one of Ameri- 
ca’s $100,000-a-year executives.” 
All in all it was a neat approach, 
even if it was unsuccessful. 
„1 first met the men in early 
September,” Reichert told report- 
ers. “A man who introduced him- 
self as Mr. Winston visited me, 
told me he represented a group of 
foreign. capitalists and said they 
wanted to buy my holdings in flour 
milis and banks. 


Didn’t Want Coal Mines. 


“I said I would be willing to sell 
my coal mining interests. He ap- 
peared not to want to buy them 
but told me he would confer with 
his principals and get in touch with 
me again. A few days later I got 
a wire from him from New York 
saying he would be back again 
with another representative of the 
foreign capitalists. 

“He returned accompanied by 
another man who, I am positive 
was Weil. He introduced himself 
as ‘Louis Fisher’ but told me his 
oe name was Arnold J. Devereau. 
He said he seldom used his real 
name while traveling and exhibited 
a copy of a magazine carrying a 
photograph of himself and a story 
about his rise in life to a salary 
of $100,009 a year. 

“The negotiations went forward. 
We had several’ conferences in 


which we were joined by a third 


man whom they introduced as K. 
P. Whitney.’ The upshot was that 
they agreed to buy a block of my 
holdings for %411,000."

The St. John’s firm of Baine 
Johnson's, with extensive fishing 
properties at Battle Harbor, was 
informed that its shop, office build- 
ings, dwelling and the Grenfell Hos- 
pital, all close together, were burn- 
ing. The steamer Sagona was dis- 
patched to the village to give aid. 


Dr. Grenfell has established five 
hospitals in Labrador since he first 
arrived there in the -summer of 
1892 as a medical missionary 
among the fishermen and their 
families. He also has established 
five nursing stations, two large or- 
phanages, one of which was de- 
stroyed by fire a few years ago, 
and two large schools. He also 
has a hospital ship.

An earlier estimate of 
180,000, made by Secretary Play- 
er of the Election Board, was con- 


sidered too high as the day ad- 


vanced, 

At 4 p. m., 10 hours after the 
opening of the polls, a telephone 
canvass of selected precincts in 
each of the 28 wards showed that 
29 per cent of the registered 
vote of those precincts had been 
cast. Applying this to the total 
registration, it appeared that the 
city’s vote up to that time was 
about 87,000. 

The 670 precinct polling places 
opened at 6 a. m. in a fog which 


continued through the early part 
of the day. They will close at 7 
p. m. 


The early vote, light even for 
an off-year election, was in keep- 
ing with the quiet and minor part 
which St. Louis is taking in the na- 
tion-wide contest. Four years ago, 
when the Hawes-Williams sena- 
torial fight aroused interest, the 
early voting showed a larger per- 
centage of the registration than to- 
day, and the day’s vote wag 66 per 
cent of the registration, At the 
presidential election of 1928, with 
a record-breaking registration of 
364,939, the vote was 93 per cent, 
or 337,558. That was a very high 
percentage, considering that six 
weeks elapse between registration 
and election, and that deaths and 
removals are continuous. 

More interest was shown, in the 
early part of the day, by the vot- 
ers of river wards, and those of the 
South Side, than by those in the 
central and western parts of the 
city.

Political leaders said no advan- 
tage could be gained by the absence 
of the chairman of the Election 
Board, and this coupled with the 
discovery of blood spots and the 
broken glass led State and Federal 
officers to suspect Hedrick met 
foul play. 

Hedrick left home alone early 
this morning, after telephoning his 
associates on the Election Board at 
Independence, Mo., that he would 
join them within an hour. 

Several Department of Justice 
agents assembled here to investi- 
gate possible election disturbances, 
were sent by W. L. Vandeventer, 
United States District Attorney, to 
search for Hedrick. 

Kenneth Curran, Democratic pre- 
cinct captain, reported to police he 
had been kidnaped early today and 
beaten by unidentified men who of- 
fered him a lift in their automo- 
bile. 

Police took four men from the 
North Side to the Federal District 
Attorney’s office.

Forty-two Princeton University un- 
dergraduates have been suspend- 
ed for participating in a riot last 
Wednesday. 

The names of those suspended 
were not given out by Dean Chris- 


tian Gauss. 

Four were dropped for @ year; 
two until the end of the Christmas 
vacation; five for one month; 
three for two weeks; 14 for one 
week and 14 for an indefinite pe- 
riod. 

The riot was an aftermath of a 
football rally designed to arouse 
enthusiasm for the Princeton-Chi- 
cago game last Saturday which 
ended in a scoreless tie, 

After the rally the students 
rushed into Nassau street, blocked 
traffic by pushing parked cars into 
the middle of the roadway, 
wrecked a theater ticket booth, 
threw stones at busses, turned on 
fire hydrants and ended by pulling 
the statue of “The Christian Stu- 
dent” from its pedestal and drag- 
ging it through the street. 

“Some of these acts were worse 
than lawless,” said Dean Gauss. 
“They were also in the highest de- 
gree ungentlemanly. It is doubt- 
ful whether Reds or gangsters 
would have engaged in some of 
them. It is the first time I have 
ever had to feel thoroughly 
ashamed of a group of Princeton 
men.“ 

The dean characterized the 
stoning of busses as “downright 
muckerism.“ 

The Princetonian, undergradu- 
ate newspaper, termed the punish- 
ment “inexplicably and dispropor- 
tionately severe.”

The bank announced its inten- 
tion of ceasing ,payments in the in- 
terests of its 10,000 depositors, 
whose capital is declared to be 
safe if time to liquidate the bank's 
assets is allowed. 

On intervention of Prime Minis- 
ter Tardieu, the big five banks 
the Credit Lyonnaise, the Comptoir 
d' Escompte, the Societe General, 
the Credit Commercial de France 
and the Banque Generale de Credit 
—have supported the Banque 
Adam's assets and provided cash 
for the first liquidation. 

This is the first important bank 
failure since the world economic 
crisis and is much commented on 
here, as France is last to feel the 
effects of the crisis.

_ WASHINGTON, Nov. 4,—Deaths 
from alcoholism in the United 
States declined last year from the 
total recorded in 1928. 

A Census Bureau tabulation of 


cause in the registration area—4é 
states, the District of Columbia 
and a group of nine cities in the 
other two states—showed 4339 


1928. 

The decrease showed also in thé 
rate per 100,000 population which 
was set at 3.7 against 4.1. The 
Census Bureau estimated that this 
registration area has 95 per cent of 
the United States population. 

Declines took place in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Michigan and 
Missouri. 

Increases, however, were shown 
in Massachusetts, Wisconsin and 
California. These 11 states com- 
pleted the list of those reporting 
more than 100 such deaths. 

Increased deaths were recorded 
in 19 of the 46 reporting states, sev- 
eral in the West. Among them 
were Arizona, Colorado, lowa, Ne- 
5 vada, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
ss Oregon, Utah and Washington. In 
age the South seven states reported de- 
creases, two were unchanged and 
three had slight increases. New 
England states reporting showed 
three with gains, three with losses. 

New York’s total, the highest re- 
ported, was 817, against 866 for the 
preceding year. Pennsylvania had 
464 instead of 626. Massachusetts 
went up from 257 to 276, and Un. 
nois dropped from its third place 
368 figure in 1928 to 240, or fifth 
D place. 

„„ California’s total grew to 182 
5 * from the preceding year’s 177; New 
Jersey dropped from 158 to 153; 
Wisconsin had 118 against 99 the 
previous year; Maryland reported 
110 in place of 126, and Missouri's 
total dropped from 139 to 108,

of $4,375,404 for support and main- 
tenance of all divisions of the uni- 
versity, excepting the School of 
Mines and Metallurgy at Rolla, for 
the 1931-32 biennial period, Presi- 


yesterday. 
In addition, the university will 
ask for $971,703 for extra-mural 
activities, including the agricul- 
tural] extension service, outlying ex- 
periment fields, soil survey, seed 
testing laboratory, promotion of 
improved corn, hatchery experi- 
ment farm, promotion of horticul- 
ture, short winter courses in argi- 
culture and reimbursement of the 
endowment fund. 
“The need of 13 new buildings 
will be suggested to the General 
Assembly as a part of the building 
program to be extended over any 
period of years the Legislature may 
find desirable within the revenues 
of the state.” President Williams 
said. These buildings will include 
the library building and buildings 
for dairy, education, chemistry, 
horticulture, animal husbandry, 
geology, botany, agricultural engi- 
neering, extension, dairy experi- 
ments, journalism and engineering. 
Increase of $726,219. 
The cost of this group oi build- 
ings would aggregate $2,441,000, 
which is $572,000 less than the re- 
quests made of the last Legislature 
for buildings. Land, for the Col- 
lege of Agriculture and sites for 
new buildings, is expected to cost 
$272,000. 
The recommendations to the 
Legislature by the Curators will be 
presented to the State Tax Commis- 
sion this week. For the univer- 
sity’s divisions here and for the 
university's extra-mural activities a 
total of $8,060,107 is sought. Two 
years ago $7,333,888 was asked. 
The increase is $726,219. 
Included in the $8,060,107 budget 
are requests for appropriations for 
the building program of the uni- 
versity. University officials have 
little hope of obtaining these funds 
at this session. 
“The total includes appropria- 
tions for buildings which are pre- 
sented as needs of the university 
for the near future, but not neces- 
sarily for within the ‘next two 
years,“ President Williams said. 
The budget requested for the 
School of Mines and Metallurgy, 
including salaries, new buildings, 
new land, repairs, equipment and 
operating expenses. totals $1,507,- 
609, as compared to $1,456,900 for 
the last biannium, an increase of 
$50,709. 
„The curators have sought to 
present a budget of what the uni- 
versity should have in any general 


-State building program, together 


with the absolute requirements for 
the present maintenance of the 
university as an institution of the 
first rank,” President Williams 
said. 

Maximum Figures Presented. 
University officials also pointed 
out that, of the total of $971,703 
for “extra-mural activities,“ more 
than two-thirds is the sum neces- 
sary to obtain the maximum Fed- 
eral aid for the Missouri agricul- 
tural extension service. It is an- 
ticipated, as has been the case in 
the past, that only a fraction of 
this sum will be allowed. 

The appropriation requests will 
go first to the State Tax Commis- 
sion, which will then confer with 
university officials on the amounts 
sought, and subsequently with Gov. 
Caulfield, before presenting the 
budget to the Legislature. 

It has been learned that, should 
trim the 


tain to carry the fight to the Leg- 
islature for a larger appropriation. 
It is generally believed the Uni- 
versity’s present requests will fare 
better than in recent years, due 
to the increased support accorded 
Williams as president. 
President Williams and other 
university officials are placing 
much hope in possible adoption, 
in whole or part, of the program 
of the State Survey Commission 
as a means of obtaining increased 
state revenue with consequent 
benefit to the university's budget. 
“Passage of these appropria- 
tions by the Legislature,” Presi- 
dent Williams said, “would im- 
ply bring us up, so far as appro- 
priations are concerned, with oth- 
er Middle Western universities in 
the Class A rank.”

Expected Belt Road Across 
County Will Be Finished 
by End of Month. 


State Highway No. 77, the new 


belt road across St. Louis County 


by way of Denny road, will be com- 
pletely paved by the end of this 
month from Mehlville on Lemay 
Ferry road to Pattonville on St. 
Charles road. The new 24-foot 
concrete is open to traffic now ex- 
cept for one short stretch near the 
northern end, another in Kirkwood 
and two bridges. 

One bridge is over Two-Mile 
Creek, midway between Manchester 
and Clayton roads. Its graceful 
concrete arch is being embellished 
with a veneering of limestone rub- 
ble, in deference to the surround- 
ings of suburban homes. 

The other is over River des Peres 
at Conway road. This concrete arch 
is completed and pavement will be 
laid on it ‘this week, with the ex- 
pectation of opening it next week. 
Both these bridges are 40 feet wide. 

Next year a bridge will be built 
across No. 77 at Watson road to 
carry the new United States High- 
way No. 66 across. There is a half- 
mile gap in the paving in the mean- 
time. This bridge likely will have 
a veneer of red granite.

For a mile and a half 
between Adie and St. Charles roads 
the slab is open. Eventually the 
highway will be extended past 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and to 
Chain of Rocks.

whom, he tells us, are non-Com- 
munists. Although there is evi- 
dently no intention to cast discredit 
upon the Soviet regime, any reader 
who grew up in the individualistic 
atmosphere of the American West 
is likely to feel that, as between 
the black bread and the red coffins 
of such a society, the latter are 
by all odds the more desirable. 
Such a one, necessarily a prejudiced 
critic, gets the impression of mil- 
lions of more or less human beings 
clinging to a ,at-like existence in 
which all sense of human dignity 
and worth is lost; and the impres- 
sion is only intensified by the 
author's light touch, noncommital 
manner and easy sense of humor. 
No doubt the trouble with the old- 
time American individualist is that 
he belongs to the past, whereas the 
future, which may be preparing in 
Russia, must be given over more 
and more to mass movements, un- 
less some not unthinkable social 
catastrophe, world-wide and fatal, 
should result from the present 
world trend.

retary Work, and that various of- 
ficials in the Interior Department, 
in effect, conspired to prevent Sec- 
retary Work from seeing his re- 
ports. The files show that Secre- 
tary Work was familiar with the 
Kelley report, knew all about it, 
a the Kelley contention as earlier 
made, was fully appreciated and 
considered by Finney and Work in 
making the ultimate decision ren- 
dered. Kelley’s additional evidence 
Was purely cumulative. The Inter- 
lor Department officials deny spe- 
cifically any interference with Kel- 
ley’s correspondence, or any at- 
tempt to keep any information of 
any kind from Secretary Work. 
A Teehnical Decision. 

The Glenwood Springs case pre- 
sented a technical — question 
arising between two claimants. Bell 
filed an oll shale mineral claim. 
Then Helm filed a homestead claim. 
Then Helm proved up his land and 
secured a patent to the surface of 
the land, under the homestead law, 
the statute havin been changed 
to except minerals. Bell bought 
Helm’s interest as a homesteader, 
and then deeded the surface title 
back to the United States. Then 
Bell pressed his mining application 
and requested patent. Kelley con- 
tended that the existence of the 
homestead application and patent 
of Helm, rendered Bell’s mineral en- 
try void. Secretary Wilbur finally 
held to the contrary. The point is 
entirely a technical one, and of no 
major importance, and highly de- 
batable. 


The Colorado Oil Shale & Refin- 
ing Co., case was not decided by 
Secretary Wilbur at all, as charged 
by Kelley. It was decided by Com- 
missioner Moore of the eneral 
Land Office. In the decision, Kel- 
ley’s recommendations that the 
‘claim should be canceled because 
the original locators were “dummy” 
locators was rejected by Commis- 
sioner Moore, on the ground that as 
the Government had the burden of 
proof to prove fraud, that burden 
had not been sustained. The point 
is largély unimportant because the 
Commissioner canceled the claims 
on other grounds, and  taerefore 
made no particular investigation 
of the “dummy” charge. 

Not Wilbur's Ruling. 

The Darrow case involves a deci- 
sion made June 23 1930. Kelley 
blames Wilbur for this decision, but 
the record shows it was made dy 
Edwards, Assistant Secretary. It 
has reference to the recommenda- 
tion made by Kelley that the claims 
should be rejected use the lo- 
cators were “dummiés.” The evi- 
dence in the case is conflicting and 
might support a decision either way. 
The Assistant Secretary took the 
view taat since the burden of proof 
was on the Government, that bur- 
den had not been sustained. 

The Alturas oil shale case has 
reference to a decision made July 
9, 1930, by Secretary Wilbur, with 
reference to twelve oil shale claims. 
The Secretary’s opinion canceled 
two of the claims on account of 
failure to make a lawful discovery, 
stating that the Freeman Sommers 
case had not eliminated the neces- 
sity of proving a legal “discovery” 
of oil shale. The lance of the 
claims have been rejected by tue 
Commissioner because the evidence 
did not seem to show that at least 
$500 had been expended on each 
claim. The evidence is very conflict- 
ing, but Secretary Wilbur, relying 
upon the proof offered by the — 
ernment engineers, found that all 
of the remaining claims, except 
three, had had more than $500 ex- 
—* on each of them. The evi- 

ence saowed that a considerable 
amount of money had been spent 
afterward on these claims, which 
did not appear in the original rec- 
ord, and Secretary Wilbur following 
the lawful practice, authorized the 
claimant to submit further proof to 
show such additional expenditures 
for the purpose of complying with 
the legal requirement of expendi- 
ture of not less than 3500 per claim. 

Calls Testimony “Garbied.” 

The Lyons case was a decision 
made by Secretary Wilbur on June 
10, 1930. In Kelley's recital of the 
case he quotes what he claims is 
the Dunlap testimony which was in 
the record before Wilbur. The quo- 
tation of this testimony is frag- 
mentary, garbled, and the questions 
and answers are taken from widely 
separated portions of the transcript, 
and the evidence presented by Kel- 
ley wholly ignores a large amount 
of additional testimony directly in 
conflict therewith. The evidence 
Was very conflicting, and it is fully 
reviewed by Secretary Wilbur in his 
opinion, and Secretary Wilbur held 
that the presumption was in favor 
of the claimants and that the Gov- 
ernment had failed to sustain the 
burden of proof. 

In none of these cases does it 
appear that there was any miscon- 
duct or wrong-doing on the part 
of the officials of the Interior De- 
partment. The cases were debatable 
cases, all based on very conflicting 
testimony, and, the files indicate. 
were very carefully considered by 
department officials, and the deci- 
sions made exhibit no disregard of 
the evidence, or of the law. 

With, reference to the attacks 
which elley has made on private 
individuals such as Coloradé attor- 
neys, oil shale operators, of] com- 
Colorado Senators 
and Congressmen, no proof of any. 
kind is submitted to show that such 
charges properly lie at the door of 
the Interior Department at Wash- 
ington. Whatever may be the pro- 
priety or impropriety of elley’s 
charges against these individuals 
in the field, the charges have ref- 
erence to trouble existing between 
these parties and Kelley, at Den- 
ver, with reference to Kelley's 4d 
ministration of his office there, and 
do not affect the Interior Depart- 
ment at Washington. 

Ne Specific nees. 

So far as the chakrges made that 
these private individuals. or some 
of them, exercised controlling influ- 
ence over the department officials 
at Washington are concerned no ev- 
idence existe tn the e ence, 
records or files proving any such 
assertion, and Kelley's newspaper 
story offers no specific Instances of 
any substantiated nature, wherein 
any of such persons ted, or at- 
tempted to exert, any such improper 
influence.

Newark (N. J.) Police 
Think Slain Man May 
Have Given Tip on $1,- 
000,000 Alcohol Seizure:

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 4.—Two 


gunmen invaded the Newark Gen- 
eral Hospital last night and shot 
to death Jack Paselli, a patient, 
who had sought refuge there 24 
hours earlier with injuries which 
hospital authorities announced 
were caused by a fall from an au- 
tomobile. 

An autopsy performed last night 
by Dr. Harrison 8. Martland, chief 
Essex County medical examiner, 
showed that when Paselli entered 


the hospital Sunday evening he 
had a bullet wound in his right 
cheek, as weil as a jagged scalp 
laceration probably inflicted by the 
butt of a revolver. 17 

Newark police last night are 
working on the theory that Paselli 
may have been the tip-off man 
in the seizure about a month ago 
of liquor valued at more than $1,- 
000,000 in a warehouse in Rome 
street, not far from Paselli’s home. 
His brother, Patsy, is Democratic 
leader of the Fifth Ward in that 
district. 

As police interpret the affair, 
Paselli’s enemies got after him 
Sunday but failed to do a thorough 
job. The young man then made 
haste for the hospital where he 
registered as Joseph Caruso. 

There are 150 beds in the hos- 
pital, a private institution, and 
Paselli was reclining at ease in a 
room on the second floor yester- 
day when two visitors appeared at 
3 p. m. The callers went straight 
to Paselli's room and chatted with 
him. 

Visitors Return. 


Whatever the conversation was 
about, it failed seemingly to ex- 
cite the suspicion of Paselli, for 
he said nothing about the occur- 
rence to attendants when the men 
left. 

But at 6 or 6:30 o’clock the same 
men returned. There was more 
conversation and then two shots. 
Nurses and doctors ran for the 
spot. There was no sign of the 
visitors but Paselli was dead. A 
revolver bullet was lodged in his 
head and another in his neck. 

Uncertain of His Record. 

Police are uncertain of the rec- 
ord of the dead man. But detec- 
tives said that either Joseph Pas- 
elli or his brother, Jack, recently 
had received a warning of an im- 
minent end. 

The police also said Paselli had 
been attemtping to cut in on the 
New York scheme by which gang- 
sters levy a tribute on the ship- 
ments of grapes. 

The hospital a few months ago 
came into conflict with police for 
its alleged practice of harboring 
criminals and failing to report pa- 
tients with gun wounds. Four as- 
sociated physicians, incuding Dr. 
Charles Gnassi, present owner and 
superintendent, are still held as 
material witnesses for falling to 
notify police that Walter Alberti, 
a New York gangster, was oper- 
ated on during August for a bul- 
let wound. Alberti and five others 
were charged with robbing the Sa- 
voy Theater in Newark.

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Contends Whisky Warehouse 
Was Exempt While Held by 
the Government. ; 


Consolidated. suits of City Col- 
lector Koeln against Lem Motlow 
of Lynchburg, Tenn., for unpaid 
real estate taxes on the Jack Dan- 
jel Distilling Co. whisky warehouse, 
3960 Duncan avenue, were taken 
under advisement yesterday by 
Circuit Judge Hogan. 

The amount of taxes, with penal- 
ties, is in excess of $5000, and was 
assessed for a period during which 
the warehouse was under seizure 


by the Government following the 
unlawful removal of 40,495 gal- 
lons of whisky in September, 1923. 

Motlow, who appeared in court 
yesterday, said he recovered the 
warehouse land Sept. 19, 1928, at 
sale by the Government, by paying 
$20,000. He contends that as the 
property was owned by the Gov- 
ernment during the intervening 
period it was exempt from taxa- 
tion, 

In his answer Motlow declared 
that prior to removal of the whis- 
ky he and his associates, Harry 
L. Dahlberg and Thomas A. Hef- 
fernan, sold all of their stock in 
the distilling company to Don H. 
Robertson for $125,000 and had 
no further connection with the 
company, although the building, 
which was owned by Motlow and 
his wife, was under lease to the 
company. Motlow also denied he 
knew of any plan to remove the 
whisky illegally. 

Frank H. Haskins, attorney for 
the Collector, argued that the Gov- 
ernment was not title owner, but 
the property was forfeited to the 
United States because of the fraud 
perpetrated by the siphoning of 
whisky out of the building. Sale 
of the land back to Motlow was 
in the nature of recovering penal- 
ties, counsel further contended. 

The removal of the whisky was 
the result of a conspiracy for 
which a group of St. Louis poli- 
ticians and liquor runners went to 
Leavenworth Penitentiary. 


ROSALIA ABREU, CUBAN 
PHILANTHROPIST, DIES 


She Gave Much to Aid Independ- 
ence; Had Big Anthropoidic 
Collection. 

HAVANA, Nov. 4.—Mme, Rosa- 
lia Abreu, 65 years old, known 
throughout Cuba for her philan- 
thropic work during the Cuban 
wars of independence and after the 
establishment of the republic here, 
died at her estate, Villa Palatino, 
on the outskirts of Havana, last 
night. 

Mme. Abreu and her late sister, 
Martha, devoted much of their im- 
mense wealth to the aid of the 
cause in Cuba's fight for freedom. 

She also was interested in bio- 
logical life and achieved interna- 
tional fame for the zoo which she 
developed. Her great collection of 
anthropoidic specimens, particular- 
ly rare apes, was said by many to 
be the finest in the world. 

One of her most noted philan- 
thropic contributions in recent 
years was the model industrial and 
technical school for women, the 
first institution of its kind to be 
built-in Latin-America. 

Mme. Abreu is survived by her 
daughter, Lilita, and a son, Pierre, 
both of whom reside in Paris.

$110,000. There are 34 residents 
in the Winchester home and they 
range in age between 61 and 90. 
Officials there said the loss was 
about $120,000. 

Shortly after Wiley’s arraign- 
ment a voluntagy petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed in his behalf in 
Federal Court. The petition placed 
his liabilities at $600,000 and list- 
ed assets as worth $10,000. Wiley 
has declined to tell how he lost 
the money.

bacco Co. and a group of inde- 
pendents led by an American- 
owned firm. 

The American tirm, which came 
into the field about, a year ago, be- 


gan offering premiums with its cig- 
arettes through the coupon system. 
Other independent manufacturers 
soon did likewise and the coupon 
cigarettes began to enjoy greatly 
increased sales. Even cigar manu- 
facturers fell into line. The Im- 
perial Tobacco Co. has declared 
war on coupon premiums. 

The British company previously 
had initiated a system of bonus 
arrangements with the individual 
shopkeepers which is estimated at 
include almost 75 per cent of the 
British retailers. Under this bonus 
arrangement, the Imperial Tobacco 
Co, returns about 1.25 per cent of 
the retailers’ gross sales in addi- 
tion to decorating his shop win- 
dows every six weeks. 

Many shopkeepers also displayed 
premiums which could be obtained 
in exchange for the coupons. These 
gifts range from razor blades to 
costlier items necessitating saving 
thousands of coupons. 

R. J. Sinclair, secretary of the 
Imperial group, in letters to hun- 
dreds of thousands of tobacconists, 
has warned that exhibitien of pre- 
miums given by rival 
will be interpreted as contrary to 
the spirit of the Imperial Tobacco 
Co.’s individual bonus contracts. 
This is interpreted as meaning that 
if the tobacconists continue to dis- 
play gifts, the Imperial Tobacco 


[Co. will stop paying the bonus.

If the Reds do not behave in 
the Reichstag, he said, they would 
be so badly beaten that they 
would not care to return. He rec- 
ommended similar treatment for 
persons who drive automobiles of 
foreign manufacture. As Minister 
of the Interior, he said, he would 
see to it that the owners of such 
cars were punished.
